City Attorney J. P. Jackson has sub- 


mitted the following report to the city 
council regarding the sale of hop ate, 
beer ale and kindred beverages: 


Un /ihe question referied to me at 


your 
last 
meeting 
concerning: the 


legality, under our local optjon law-, 
of the sale of hop ale, beer ale. near 
bef rv, ro&& , W^gtsi, %affld_ ^luijp1^ 
sold 'under various names I have to 
report as follows.

The local option law reads: "It shall 


be unlawful to sell Intoxicating liquor 
in any quantity -whatever • in antasa^ 
loon territory." The same act. d«fings 
the terms and says that "Intoxicating 
liquors shall mean all diatilled' spirit- 
ous, vinous, fermented or; malt liq- 
uor."." 


Our 'district cdurt has held that it' 'is 
not necessary, under the above defin- 
jtion to prove, in -prosecutions, that 
the kind of liquor is intoxicating but 
to prove that it is a kind of liquor 
defined as intoxicating- 
for a /er- 
mented or^t m_alt liquor; for instance, 
hope, ale is, without a -doubt, a malt 
luiuoh 
This can be determined 
bj 


having it analyzed by a chemist, if 
there is any doubt. The same can be 
done -with light liquors, sold under any 
other name.
